War Dep.utment Will Send Guatcls- 


inen Home iis Soon as C. 


Accepts I'holocol. 


WASHINGTON, Xov 26,—Prepa- 
rations will be begun by the War De- 
partment to get the National Guard 
home for Christmas as soon as Car- 
ranza ratifies the Mexican-American 
agreement. While it is unlikely that 
all the 98,000 milita on the border 
can be moved in the four weeks re- 
maining.Administration officials hope 
that most of the regiments can be 
withdrawn. 


It all depends on Carranza, how- 


ever. The War Department believes 
that the milita guard should not be 
greatly diminished until Pershing is 
safely out of Mexico, and he will not 
receive orders to move home until 
Cavranza has notified 
the 
United 
States of his acceptance of the pro- 
tocol. It is probable, however, that 
a few regiments of the 
National 
Guard will be ordered to break camp 
next week 


The withdrawal of Pershing's 12,- 


v/0 men from 
Mexico 
will make 


available a force of 50,000 regulars 
for border patrol duty.

In the meantime, as a pre- 
liminary stop in this direction, it is 
my purpose to do what T can toward 


securing one cent postage on first- 
class mail matter for delivery within 
the postal limits of the office where 
such matter is mailed, and I shall 
continue my efforts along this line." 


Representative Wm. W. Griest, of 


Pennsylvania, member of the House 
Postal Committee and who has given 
exhaustive attention to the study of 
statictics pertaining to local delivery 
letters said: "the history of postal 
rate reductions show it has always- 
facilitated letter correspondence wittt 
an increase in business and revenue. 
Our postal service is not supp'osed to- 
be a money making institution; and 
when any feature of it, letters for in- 
stance earns an exorbitant profit of" 
several hundred percent there should 
be an adjustment so that the public 
can share in the earnings. The time 
is opportune for a reduction in the 
drop letter rate and it is my purpose 
to do what I can to have Congress- 
enact the necessary legislation during'

In view of the 


growing sentiment in favor of the 
practical expression of the Christian 
life in national affairs, the eelebra-

The first 
and third points apply to all breeds, 
the others only to those having yellow 
shanks and yellow ear lobes. 


Good layers molt lute arid quickly. 


If you go through the flock the first 
of October and pick out the hens thut 
are just beginning to molt, or have not 
started, you will get most of those 
vhich are laying. 


In yellow skin breeds the paleness 
the shiinks after a period of laying 


Is a good condition of a hen's ca- 
pacity. 
Any bird with bright yellow 


shanks after a yenr of laying may be 
picked out as a ^ood producer.

If, then, we accept the premises 


that it is a perilous thing to forget 
God, to neglect him, to let him out 
of our reckoning, and that the time 
when one is in most danger of doing 
this is the day of prosperity and suc- 
cess, then we do well on this Thanks- 
giving day, to pause to realize that 
we are in the midst of such a danger 
period.

We would not 
forget that, either would we overlook 
the fact that there are a good many 
people m this country who are happy 
and who are supremely thankful to 
the God who has made possible their 
happiness. Nevertheless, we fear we 
are right in saying that the tendency 
of the age is to forget God. So many 
men have gotten rich recently that 
to get hold of money has become a 
passion with many others 
So con- 


suming a passion has it become that 
regardless of the rights and even of 
the sufferings of humanity, they are 
exercising -whatever of power may 
be theirs to squeeze a little more 
money out of those who must use 
the necessities of life which they are 
privileged to sell. 
In a year of un- 


paralelled prosperity and immeasur- 
able harvests,, throughout the length 
and breadth of our land, raising the 
price of the necessities has become 
a craze. Some men have been driven 
into doing this by the men higher up 
who have first brought the pressure 
to, bear. However, in much of this, 
with those who have had originating 
power, we fear it has not been need, 
but greed, that has prompted their 
action. 
We fear that in our mad 


rush after wealth there is a tendency 
to forget that it "is God that giveth 
us power to get wealth." And when 
we forget that it is God who giveth 
"S the power to get wealth, then it 
is not to God, but to the devil, that 
we go to get permission to get our 
wealth in the manner in which we do 
get it 
•* 


In 
the Litany of the church 
to 


which I have the privilege of belong- 
ir>e 'here is » petition: "From hard- 
ness of heart and contempt of thy 
word and authority, good Lord, de- 
liver us " That is the petition which 
we as an American people ne.ed to 
uttf-r right now. In relation to God 
our peril is not aetheism or skepti- 
osm or infidelity, but neglect and 
forijetfulness 
And neglect and for- 


getfuiness mean trying to get along 
without God, and trying to get along 
without God soon means trying to 
get along against God. 


You will not forget, we trust, that 


we belive that in our national life 
there is 
a great undercurrent of 


righteousness that there is a sleeping 
sense of God's reality and presence. 
A sense which sorrow and calamity 
can always awake 
But, is it not 


true, that more or less it is a sleep- 
ing sense? 
You cannot be a part of 


the multitude which throngs the busy 
streets of a great city, without feel- 
irg that the 
God consciousness is j 


pretty far removed from it. 
I belie- 


ve it must 
have been 
some such j 


thought as this which 
filed 
the' 


heart of Jesus as he looked upon the j 
multitude and 
had 
compassion on I 


them for "they were as sheep with- i 
out a shepherd." 
And, as we have 


intimated, it is not hard to account 
for the fact that with the gathering 
crowd the God consciousness wanes. 
The lot of the plains was a man of 
God. 
The Lot of the city was a man 


of the market place and his sense of 
allegiance to God had grown cold. 
It is trading and merchandising that 
draws the many together. 
It is not 


love for one another that makes peo- 
ple huddle together in our great cit- 
ies. 
The dollar is the magnet that 


draws together the millions. 
It is 


because he believes he can better his 
material condition that the foreigner 
has been leaving the sunny hills of 
his native land to live in the squalor 
of the slums of a New York or Chi- 
cago.

to 1,000,000 and over. 
Pennants 


will be awarded by the American 
Red Cross and The National Associa- 
t'on for the Study and Prevention of 
tuberculosis in each of the classes 
Similar pennants will be awarded to 
states selling the most seals per in- 
habitant, the states being divided 
into three classes according to popu- 
lation.
